Washington (AP) — Presi- 


ient Eisenhower today nom- 
inated Roger M. Kyes of 
Michigan to be deputy secre- 
tary of defense. 


He would be top aide to 


Charles E. Wilson, confirmed 
yesterday as secretary of de- 
fense by a 77 to 6 vote. 


Kyes, like Wilson a former 


General Motors Corp. official, 
has agreed to sell about 3,000 
shares of the auto firm's 
stock he holds and to dispose 
of 
some shareholdings in 


other concerns. 
Wilson tapped Kyes and 


three other business men to 
be bis chief subordinates but 
Eisenhower sent the Senate 
only the nomination of Kyes. 


The Presidents' action in 


delaying the nominations of 
the three others apparently 
indicated that the status of at 
Least two remains in doubt.

Health office, registrar for Warren 
and Clarendon boroughs and for 
the nine townships of Elk, Cone- 
wango, Glade, Kinzua, 
Corydon, 


Pine Grove, Pleasant, Watson and 
MeW 


The tally reveals 788 births and 


749 deaths, with 763 of the babies 
having been born in the Maternity 
Department of Warren General 
Hospital. Of these, 328 were born 
to residents of the borough and 435 
were born to non-residents. But 
four babies were born at home, 
and these were outside the bor- 
ough in the other sections included 
in Mrs. McGary's coverage.

thereof, 93 deaths of non-residents. 
In the other sections on the reg- 
istrar's list there were 394 deaths, 
including the State Hospital re- 
port. 


This Is a close comparison with

FINE'S BUDGET DELIVERED 
TO LAWMAKERS CALLS FOR 
OUTLAY OF $1,428,777,543.00 


Harrisburg (AP)—Gov. John S. Fine today looked to the 


1953 Legislature to raise $157,202,000 in new taxes to balance 
the Commonwealth's record-high budget for the next two 
years. 


Fine's budget, delivered to the lawmakers last night, 


called for spending $1,428,777,543 in the two-year period 
starting next June. 


The governor said the budget estimates were "fair and 


minimum." But at the same time he asked both the Legis- 
lature and the general public to spot any place it could be 
cut. He said he had trimmed $66,000,000 from budget re- 
quests made by department heads. 


Fine carefully avoided any mention of specific taxes to 


raise the $157,000,000 he said is needed. Instead, he promised^ 
his cooperation with the lawmakers "to mold the fairest pos-^ 
sible tax program." 
Fine said a special tax study committee will make a re- 
port soon on its findings. The group, named by the gover- 
nor last year to survey the commonwealth's fiscal problems, 
is not expected, however, to suggest specific taxes.

preliminary findings, Fine added, i ^1* £ 
more efficient tax collections will | ^|||cT 
bring m $1,600,000 additional reve- 
nue.

The general operating fund of 


$1,003,899,386 is the first to hit the 
billion dollar mark in Common- 
wealth histoiy. 


That figure compaies with $948,- 


877,700 appropriated for the cur- 
rent bienmum by the 1951 Legis- 
lature. 


Once again, the biggest slice of 


the budget dollar is for public edu- 
cation. The figure for this is $506,-

quiring all dairy fanners who sell 
milk in Pittsburgh to take part in 
a Bang's Disease control program. 


Hardest hit by the new law will 


be some milk producers in Craw- 
ford County. 
They long have 


fought an area-testing plan under 
which the state provides free test- 
ing for the disease if 90 per cent 
of the dairymen in a given county 
agree to the program. 


City Health Engineer Herbert 


Dunsmore said yesterday: 


"If 
they 
(Crawford 
County 


farmers) want to sell milk in 
Pittsburgh they'll have to get their 
herds tested. We're not interested 
in any personal fights they may 
have with the state." 


A group of Crawford County 


dairymen sued tlti state two years 


which prevents the state 
from 


testing cows in the county. 


Dairymen opposed to the state 


system want a program in which 
the individual farmer pays for 
testing his cows. The herd is 
quarantined if the disease is found. 


Pittsburgh's milk control sec-

RESOURCES MUST BE INCREASED 


if the American standard of living is to resume 


the steady climb that was interrupted by depression 
and war, our resources - - - from which income is 
created 
must be increased tremendously, an edi- 


torial appearing in all McGraw-Hill publications 
states. 


During the past four years it has taken about 


$3,60 of nation-ii wealth to yield $1 of income after 
taxes. If, by 1960 the income of the average American/ 
is to be increased from about $1490, where it stand?, 
at present, to $2,000, $310 billion must be added to 
the national wealth. This is nearly three times as 
much as has been added to the nation's wealth since 
-the end of World War II, seven years ago, theEdi- 
torial, third in a series on IL S. prosperity, points 
out. 
i 
, 


Since 1929 our national wealth has not been in- 


creasing as steadily as it did during earlier periods. 
In 1946 total U. S. national wealth was actually less 
than it was in 1929 and only in the last six years 
have any consistent additions been made. 


When we divide the nation's wealth by the popu- 


lation, we find ourselves slightly worse off per person 
today than we were in 1929, in spite of the large ad- 
ditions to national wealth since 1946, according to 
the editorial, which cites depression and war as 


" the two principal reasons for lack of progress. 


Failure to raise our wealth per person means we 


have fewer resources with which to create income 
for each individual and that we have made no pro- 
gress in the crucial tasK of assuring future increases 
in prosperity. To sustain prosperity over the long 
pull a nation must see that its wealth is not dissipated, 
for what is happening to our wealth now is a har- 
binger of what ic going to happen to our prosperity 
later on.

Okla. — Oil and 
gas 


operators plan to drill 1.946 well* 
in Pennsylvania during 1953, com- 
pared with 1,884 wells completed 
in the state in 1952, the Oil and 
Gaft Journal says in its annual re- 
view and forecast issue, dated 
Jan. 26." 


The forecast is based on drilling 


schedules of oil companies and in- 
dependent operators^ and shows 
that the new wells scheduled for 
Pennsylvania this year will be di- 
vided into 14 wildcats, seeking 
new pools,' anc 1,932 development 
viells in known fields. 


The actual performance record 


in Pennsylvania during: 1952 Is 
shown in the Journal's detailed 
survey as follows: A total of 1,884 
wells were completed, of \i hich 858 
were successful in finding oil, 220 
found natural gas, and the remain- 
ing .806 were dry or service wells. 
Welis drilled in the state last year 
had a total footage of 3,712,524 
feet. 


Production of crude oil in Penn- 


sylvania totaled 11,136,000 barrels 
in 1952, an average of 30.426 bar- 
rels per day, the Journal reported. 
The state had 56,660 producing 
wells at the end of the year, so 
that its 1952 production averaged 
0.5 barrels per well per day. com- 
pared with the national average of 
18.5. 


Proved reserves of crude oil In 


Pennsj-lvania increased 26,000,000 
barrels" in 1952, ihe Journal esti- 
mated after deducting the year's 


production. As of Jan. 1,1953, the 
•fate had 122,000,000 barrels of 
proved recoverable crude oil, which 
is 0.4 per cent of the total for the 
United State*. 


For the nation as a whole, Oil 


and Gas Journal reports that the 
industry will drill 46,230 wells dur- 
ing; 1993. This will be an all-time 
record, but is only 390 more than 
the 45.840 wells completed in 1952, 
so will be the smallest increase 
since 1945. Total footage of the 
wells scheduled for this year will 
be 190,285,000 feet, en Increase of 
3,033,000 feet over the total of 
1952 drilling, showing a continued 
trend toward deeper wells. 


The hunt for new oil will con- 


tinue, for operators have scheduled 
11,115 wildcat wells this year, an 
increase of 544 over 1952. Devel- 
opment wells in known oil pools 
will total 85,115, a decrease of 154. 


In the hunt for new oil in 1952 


the Industry drilled 10,571 wildcat 
wells, which was 3 per cent over 
1951 and represented 23.1 per cent 
of all wells completed. Of the to- 


I tal, 1.488 were successful in finding 
I oil, 268 found gas, and 8,815 were 
abandoned as dry holes. This gave 
a wildcat success ratio of 16.6 per 
cent compared with the 1951 suc- 
cess ratio of 17.3 per cent. 


Production of crude oil in the 


United States averaged 6,265,000 
barrels per day in 1952, which was 
127,000 barrels per day, or 2.1 per 
cent, higher than 1951. This was 
a new record output, but the rate 
of Increase is small compared with 
the increase of 13.5 per cent from 
1950 to 1951.

rTHE couple actually needs this working wife's Income and yet she 
A blames her job for her husband's dissatisfaction with their lives. 


She writes: "Even though I work a 40-hour week in an office be- 


cause we really need the money, my husband is unreasonable 
enough to expect our home to be as well-run as the homes of our 
friends where the wife does nothing but keep house. 


"He also thinks we should be able to entertain as often as other 


couples do." 


Women have been able to sell men on the idea of a wife's holding 


down a job to increase the family income. But they haven't yet per- 
suaded men that a working wife shouldn't be expected to compete 
with a stay-at-home wife in such things as perfect housekeeping 
and entertaining. 


What then can the working wife do to keep her husband from 


being critical of her as a homeinaker? 


SHE SHOULD ADMIT SHE NEEDS ASSISTANCE 
TTER best bet is to lay the cards on the table and show h»"» that 
•*••*• she will have to have some kind of help at home. If hiring help 
is out of the question, then he will have to help her with home duties 
if their home is to be as well run as though she were a full-time 
homemaker. 


If he chooses not to assume any responsibility around the house 


then he has no kick coming 11 things don't run as smoothly as he 
likes. 


But here is one word of caution for the working wife. Don't make 


the mistake of blaming your job because you are not doing things 
you could manage to get done. Let it excuse you from what you 
actually can't do, but not for poor management or lack of interest 
in your home. You'll have to bes.scrupulously honest with yourself 
to make that distinction, but make it you must. 


Some wives choose to work because they hate housekeeping. And 


you must be sure that you aren't one of them. For using a job as an 
excuse to duck a wife's homemaking responsibilities is one of the 
biggest mistakes a wife can mak$.

nounced immediately they would 
ask for dismissal of the indictment, 
there was no indication what Dist. 
Atty. Frank S. Hogan had in 
mind concerning a possible new 
trial. 


Spivey, seven-foot center who 


was the top scoring ace of the 
crack University of Kentucky 
team In 1950-51,' issued a state- 
ment through his attorneys saying 
he was "disappointed" 
that the 


Jury did not return a verdict, but 
was "satisfied" that a majority of 
the Jurors were for acquittal. 


It was learned that the i>anel 


had deadlocked at 9 to 3 for 
acquittal. 


Of the 32 players at 
eight 


schools Involved in the college bas- 
ketball scandal, Spivey was the 
only one to stand trial. The others 
either pleaded guilty or turned 
state's evidence, but Spivey stead- 
fastly denied ever dinussing a 
"fix" before a game or taking a 
bribe. 


He stood on this, denial \vhep 


he went before a New York Coun- 
ty Manhattan grand Jury about a 
year ago. The result was an in- 
dictment charging he lied on both 
counts, that he had discussed a 
"fix" with gambler Jack West and 
that he had accepted a bribe. 


West is one of the 25 fixers 


named in the scandal. He and sev- 
eral others now are in prison.
